Mr. Hoover 
cited numerous objections to the meas- 
ure and added: 

“It is enough, however, that this 
bill would destroy the effectiveness of 
the flexible tariff, which for the first 
time gives protection against exces- 
sive or inadequate tariffs.” 

Falls Short. 

The vote, 178 to 166 in favor of 
the veto fell short of the two-thirds 
majority necessary to nullify the 
president's action. 

The measure which brought Mr. 
Hoover's first major veto of the con- 
gressional session provided: That the 
tariff conymission recommend any pro- 
posed alterations in import duties to 
congress instead of to the president; 
that an international tariff conference 
be ealled for consideration of lowered 
trade barriers; that tue president ne- 
gotiate reciprocal trade agreements 
with other nations; that a consumer's 
council be created to represent the 
public’ in tariff commission hearings. 

Major Objections. 

The president's four major objec- 
tions were: 

1—That the bill would convey mis- 
impression and uncertainty as to its 
purpose, 

2—That it practically destroys the 
“flexible” tariff. 

38—That it carries stipulations for 
action in an international tariff con- 
ference which the president feels 
- would restrict action and prevent suc- 
cess Of such a conference. 

4—That the bill includes a request 
that the president negotiate reciprocal 
trade agreements “under a policy of 
mutual tariff concessions,” but that 
this is “in direct conflict” with other 
proposals in the same bill “to elimi- 
nate discriminatory’ tariffs,’ and 
other phases, all of which latter are 
desirable.”

Albany Editor Says He 
Consulted Some of Gov- 
ernor’s ‘Closest Friends’ 
Before Making Move.

A backfire from Governor Richard 
B. Russell's definite decision to remain 
in the race for the United States sen- 
ate engaged Georgia politicians Wed- 
nesday. 

Associated Press dispatches from Al- 
bany quoted liberally from an editorial 
written by Henry T. McIntosh, editor 
of the Albany Herald and Governor 
Russell’s appointee on the board of 
control. McIntosh took the lead 
in the unsuccessful effort to get Gov- 
ernor Russell-to run for a second term 
as governor. 

“The governor's statement Tuesday 
that his friends ‘are not deceived by 
this propaganda,’ ” the Herald editorial 
said, “is rather difficult to under- 
stand.

It was, admitted- 
ly, a forlorn hope, but it seemed worth 
pursuing, and the editor of the Herald 
has no excuses to make or apologies to 
offer for the part he played in it. His

Governor’s Closest Friends Consulted. 

Reviewing efforts made by the Her- 
ald editor to have candidates for gov- 
ernor release Governor Russell from 
his implied promise that he would not 
again be a candidate for the office 
he now holds, the editorial recited that 
the telegram sent to the qualified can- 
didates “did not ask the candidates 
to retire, but invited them to release 
Governor Russell from his own prom- 
ise.” 

“Governor Russell was not asked to 
approve the move,” the editorial says,

U. S. Cotton Outlook Brighter 


BY EDWARD STANLEY. 
MANCHESTER, England, May 11. 
(P)—Fresh supplies of Russian cotton 


have vanished from the English mar- 
ket, for the present at least. New 
season shipments are simply not on 
offer. 

Only one source can fill the vacuum 
of hungry cotton spinning mills in 
Lancashire, particularly with reopen- 
ing of the Indian market fer cotton 
oods, and that is cotton from the 
United States. 

Russian cotton had gained a good 
foothold in the English market within 
the last year, but British consumers 
are frankly unconvinced that they can 
depend upon it as a permanent source 
of supply. They suggest that the re- 
quirements of the Russian population 
cannot always go unheeded. 

Another element contributing to 
their uncertainty is the inability to 
obtain definite figures on Russian pro- 
duction. Trade leaders point out that 
they can get estimates almost to the 
pound on what will be produced five 
ears from now, but are unable to 
earn with any degree of authenticity 
how much was produced last year or 
how much will be available in the com- 
ing year, if any. 

Cotton spinners here understand 
that the whole of the soviet cotton 
roduction for 1952 will be acquired 
y the state for the use of the people.

Nevertheless, upwards of 100 spin- | 
ning mills in the Lancashire area have | 
sampled and are now consuming cot: | 
ton of Russian origin. 

Russian cotton consumed in Janu- 
ary, this year, was 74,285 bales, a 
100 per cent increase over the July 
consumption. At the same time con- 
sumption of American cotton jumped 
from 498,000 to 609,000 bales. 

Norman Pearse, general secretary 
of the International Federation of 
Master Cotton Spinners’ Associations, 
told the Associated Press that, in view 
of these figures the menace of Rus- 
sian cotton is not nearly so severe as 
many had thought. Nevertheless, he 
said, the subject is becoming one of 
the utmost importance in the cotton 
world. 

Not much of the Russian -cotton 
England buys is of the long-staple 
variety, figures indicate, although 
definite statistics are not available, 
This is assumed from the fact that 
Russian cotton averages nearly half a 
cent a pound below the average of all 
cotton imported. However, in 19350, 
the latest figures available, Russia 
sold England 2,808.500 bales of long- 
staple—of 11-4 English inches or 
over. 


ACCIDENT SERIES 
CLAIMS ONE LIFE,

WASHINGTON, May 11.—(®)— 
Donald McLean, 28, army private 
from Fort du Pont, Delaware, was 
fatally hurt in an _ accident today 
which set in train a series of col- 
lisions and injuries.

NEW ORLEANS, May 11.—(4)— 
As many children recovered from in- 
fantile paralysis without serum as 
with it in the first big test of this 
remedy, the American Medical Asso- 
ciation was informed Tuesday. 

Instead of scrapping the possibili- 
ties of relief from serum, the report 
was given as opening a safe method of 
finding out more about the value of 
serum in this baffling disease. 

The serum is made from the blood 
of human infantile paralysis convales- 
cents or immunes and was widely used 
in last summer's epidemic. Today was 
the first time the results of the big 
test have been reported to the medical 
profession at large.

George »Grigsby, of Ketchikan, 
democratic delegate to congress dur- 
ing President Wilson’s term, was de- 
feated for nomination to that position 
this year by Anthony J. Dimond, 
attorney. 

Dimond will oppose the veteran 
republican delegate, James Wicker- 
sham, in the fall election. Wicker- 
sham, who has served seven terms, 
was unopposed for the republican 
nomination, 

The big democratic vote was at- 
tributed to dissatisfaction among In- 
dians, who heretofore voted almost 
solidly republican, and the recent or- 
ganization of a democratic-eontrolled 
congress in Washington. The dele- 
gate has no vote in congress and 
democrats contended their choice will 
have abetter change to secure hear- 
ings. 

The republicans’ two national dele- 
gates, unopposed in the primary, will 
vote for President Hoover's renomina- 
tion.

When James Madison was making his 
great parliamentary reputation in the 
house of representatives, one of his 
ablest colleagues was Abraham Bald- 
win, of Georgia, who, like Madison, 
had won his spurs in the continental 
congress. When Madison went back to 
Virginia, just prior to becoming sec- 
retary of state, Baldwin stayed on 
in the house one more term and then 
was advanced to the senate in the 
sixth congress in 1799. 

“James Jackson, of Georgia, a rep- 
resentative in congress in the first 
congress, was defeated for the second 
congress, and then was elected to the 
senate, taking his seat in the third 
congress in 1793. So here is historic 
background in plenty that favors the 
promotion of Charles R. Crisp.

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1—North holds more than 4 _honor- 
tricks. Of course, his Forcing 
Takeout is absolutely sound. 
2—South’s hand contains 1-2 honor- 
trick more than shown by his 
Opening bid, but he lacks ade- 
quate support for partner’s Take- 
out, and his club suit is-not re 
biddable. He, therefore, has no 
other bid than the negative re- 
sponse to the Forcing Takeout. 

3—North shows rebid strength in the 
heart suit.

In order that the play of the hand 
might be based upon sound ym | of 
the cards, East was permitted to lead 
his fourth best diamond, and, with 
this information, North was expected 
to make six hearts. The play of the 
hand required him to win the first 
diamond trick with the Ace, in order 
to provide additional entries into 
Dummy, so that the fifth club might 
be established for a discard of his 
second losing spade. 

The correct method of play was to 
lead clubs to the second trick, dis- 


carding the 6 of spades on the second 
round of clubs. Another round of 
clubs was Maen led from Dummy and 
ruffed with the heart 8 in thé North 
hand. When East and West fol- 
lowed to the third round, North couls 
see his contract as assured. To the 
fifth trick the Ace of heafts was led. 
and followed with the Queen, East 
winning with the King. This 
disposed of: all the adversely bela 
hearts. East, for lack of something 
better then led another diamond, and 
the Knave held the trick in Dummy. 
To\ the eighth trick Dummy’s fourth 
club was led, trumped in the North 
hand, and thus the fifth club was 
established upon which to discard the 
Queen of spades. 

North, by refusing to finesse the 
trump suit, and also by declining a 
doubtful finesse in spades in favor 
of an almost certain finesse in dia- 
monds, was rewarded with the mak- 
ing of a Slam. 

An alternative line of play for this 
hand would be the squeeze. The suc- 
céss of this line, however, is due only 
to the fact that East held four clubs. 
If West held four clubs, this line of 
play would lose, 

TODAY’S POINTER. 


In the play of a hand at Contract 
Bridge, where the location of an ad- 
versely held honor is unknown, the 
finesse offers an exactly even chance 
of success. Inasmuch as a_ finesse 
may either win or lose, other methods | 
of playing the hand should be pre-| 
ferred, if possible. A nearly certain 
finesse should always be preferred to 
one that is doubtful.

CURTSEY TO ROYALTY 


LONDON, May 11.—()—Twelve 
American debutantes and matrons, 
who crossed the Atlantic to be intro- 
duced to Britain’s king and queen, 
participated in a free show outside 
Buckingham palace tonight for which 
much of London was the audience. 

The main event of the evening was 
their geggere se: to their majesties 
beneath a golden canopy in the state 
ballroom. 

But that lasted just half a min- 
ute—long enough for them to hear 
their names called in sonorous tones 
by the red-coated lord chamberlain 
and to curtsy to their majesties in 
acknowledgement of the royal favor. 

The real show was outside, where 
they sat for hours in a long queue of 
limousines awaiting their turn to en- 
ter the palace. : 

United States Ambassador Andrew 
W. Mellon was one of the late arrivals 
in the queue. Mr. Mellon wore ordi- 
nary evening dress, including ordinary 
trousers, eschewing the silk breeches 
in whieh the late Colonel George Har- 
yey appeared at court. 

Eight hundred persons, of whom 
400 were debutantes, had invitations 
allowing them inside the palace, but 
about 80,000 crashed the high gate 
at the entrance to the Mall and gaped 
in wonder at so much fuss and feath- 
ers. 

It was 


not a particularly well- 
mannered throng. It was a crowd 
of men, women and youths among 
whom could be found cockneys, some 
of the ladies of Piccadilly, lots of 
plain hard-working Londoners and 
perhaps an old Etonian or two. 

Some of them got so close to limou- 
sine windows that their noses left 
imprints on the glass.
